LINCOLN, Neb., June 16.—As stated in a 
telegram to the Post-Dispatch of last Sun- 
Gay Col. William J. Bryen has a new front 
perch, upoa which he can greet the many 
visitors who willl throng Lincaln as soon as 
the campatgen is under way. A photograph 
of this porch, with Mr. and Mrs. Bryan, 
Was taken by the Post-Dispatch corre- 
sepondent and mailed to the Col, 
Bryan has devoted more time this summer 
to his farm than to his front porch. He 
says he is now an aericulturist. He de- 
fines an acriculturist as a man who 
makes his money in the city and spends 
it om the farm. A farmer, he further ob- 
serves, is a man who makes his money 
on a farm and spends tt in the city. Gol. 
Bryan wears an old tweed suit and boots 
on his farm. His trousers are incased in 
his boots. A colored shirt and a slouch 
hat completes his outfit. 


“I can think out here better than in 
town,” he explained on the day of the cor- 
respondent's visit, ‘‘and d like the atmos- 
phere.”’ 

Pverybody who goes to Lincoln now drives 
over to see the Bryan farm. It is a tract 
of 30 acres of fine prairie land, three and 
one-half miles from town. He is especially 
interested in raising fine chickens. 

As the farm was approached Mr. Bryan 
said: “I want you to pay particular atten- 
tion to the view which my place com- 
mands.”’ The suggestion was timely. The 
growing crops of corn, wheat and oats in 
every direction as far as the eye could 
reach, with forests thick along Antelope 
Creek, which runs within a few hundred 
yards of the farm, and neat country homes, 
Surrounded with shade trees, formed an 
ideal landscape. 

“I bought this farm 
explained the colonel] with a wave of his 
hand in the direction of the wide land- 
scape.

I hope 
he is, but if ever the chance comes I'll 
show him I cen throw more bundles of 
wheat in a day then Pe ean.” 

Next to the chickens Mr. Bryan takes 
an interest in the garden. He pilented it 
and has done the most of the cultivating. 
He gets out about 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and works for an hour and a half 
among the onion beds and bean rows. 

It has supplied the Bryan household with 
some of its early vegetables, but the let- 
tuce came (o grief. Mr. Bryan's white Wy- 
andotte and Leghorn hens played havoc 
with his lettuce. Not only will he raise 
enough vegetables for hcme consumption 
this summer, but there are potatoes enough 
to last all winter.

This is going to be a harmontous con- 
vention. I don’t know who the candidate 
for the vice-presidency will be and I 
think the fight is still an open one, but 
I have no doubt that the best man will 
win and that the country will be for 
him as for McKinley. 

Senator Joseph B. Foraker (who is to 
nominate McKinley): I am -interested 
more in the success of the head of the 
ticket than I am in the selection of a 
candidate for vice-president. I do not 
think that it is yet known who the vice- 
presidential candidate will be, but. he 
will be a fit ticket-mate for the President 
and both will be elected.

Important Planks 


in the Platform. 


It is asserted tonight sem!-authoritatively 
that there will be a declaration in the 
Platform that the constitution does not 
follow the flag. The plank will not be 
worded in that exact language. It will say 
that the constitution does not apply of its 
own force to our new insular possessions, 
but must be applied by an act of Congress. 

The platform will fight very shy of the 
insular possessions. It will have some 
vague references to them, but it is not 
now thought likely that it will speak of 
them except -in the most general terms. 

The trust plank will declare for govern- 
ment control and for the constitutional 
amendment proposed by the House of Rep- 
resentatives. The platform was discussed 
at the dinner given by Senator Hanna at 
the Union League Club tonight. It will 
receive its final reading tomorrow. 

It is understood that when Postmaster- 
General Smith called at the White House 
today to go over the platform with the 
President that a clause was inserted deal- 
ing with the Chinese situation. It will say 
that the President has found it necessary 
to employ the military forces of the United 
States to protect life and property in China 
and that through this medium the policy of 
the administration in dealing with the sit- 
uation will be fully exploited and his course 
approved. 

It is said that the emphasis will be given 
to a statement to the effect that the ad- 
ministration has not sent troops into Chi- 
territory because of greed for terri- 

but to relleve Americans whose lives 
in jeopardy. 

An enunciation of policy, 
platform to be adopted at 
may relieve the President of 
of issuing a proclamation to the people, 
announcing that condithons have arisen in 
China which demand the employment of 
military forces of the United States.

PHILADELPHIA, June 16.—Within three 
the Republican national convention 
will meet and there are today fewer signs 
of political contention in Philadelphia than 
one sees before the meeting of a state con- 
vention, It is a convention in name only. 
It is not ta be a convention of deliberating 
delegates, but a meeting of faithful parti- 
sans, and wiil only register the names of 


the men who are charged with the leader- 
ship of the party. 

They have little that they want to say 
to the public, because they regard their 
career, that is, the career of Mr. McKin- 
ley’s administration, as only half way 
through with its term. They have nothing 
new to propose or pramise, and they think 
their intentions to the Philippines and Cuba 
will be the better worked out the less that 
is said about them. Delicate measures re- 
quire delicate treatment, and it will not 
do to throw a policy, whose prosperity 
depends upon silence and patience, amang 
a Democracy which has a rude way of ex- 
pressing unfavorable opinion even of presi- 
dential Durposes. 

One who ts famillar with national con- 
ventions is necessarily deeply impressed by 
this one. It is entirely different from any 
otner he has ever seen. Most old conven- 
tion goers call it dull, and wonder why 
there is no more morement, no more excite- 
ment, no more interest in the contest. 

For the first time in many years the imter- 
est of a national convention centers in the 
contest fer the vice-presidercy. This, how- 
ever, is not entirely new. There was no 
oontest for the first place on the Repub- 
lican ticket either in 1868 or 1872. Grant was 
then nominated by acclamation. His ecan- 
didacy had been decided on in advance, just 
ac McKinley's is now. It was, however, 
only in 1872 that a real struggle came as 
to the vice-presidency, which was settled, 
as it was mainly on account of the discred- 
iting of Colfax. There is a difference now, 
however, because in choosing a candidate 
for the second place the convention may as- 
sert itself amd have something to say. 
How Roosevelt 

and Bliss Figure. 

The convention wants Roosevelt because 
of the delegates like for him. Platt wants 
him because he longs to be rid of him in 
New York politcs. The administration does 
not want him because he is offensive per- 
sonally both to Mr. McKinley and Mr. 
Hanna, and because they regard him 
dangerous, although how a vice-president 
can endanger anything with his rough rid- 
ers @isbanded is difficult to see.

CHINA THE STORM CENTER. 


The gravity of the news from China cannot be overesti- 
mated. All the dispatches point to a disturbed condition in 
Pekin amounting to chaos, with the lives of all foreigners 
in imminent peril. 

The Boxers do not seem to be ordinary Chinese. At any 
rate they “mean business,”’ which the Chinese soldier in the 
war with Japan did not. The soldier was a helpless coward. 
The Boxer is a bloodthirsty ruffian of the most ferocious de- 
scription. 

The peace of the world may hang on a slender thread. 
Russia has the advantage of position. She has a large army 
on the frontier ready to enter the empire, if, indeed, an army 
corps is not already on the way. Meanwhile the little force 
sent to Pekin tc protect the legations seems to have been 
cut off and is hemmed in on all sides. The handful of sol- 
diere and marines will do well if they save themselves, to 
say nothing of saving the legations. While the other powers 
are waiting for reinforcements Russia is improving the op- 
portunity, which perhaps was created by her intrigues. 

The break-up of China may be the signa! for a destructive 
war. The interests are apparently irreconcilable. When the 
plunge into war is made we may expect a world-wide con- 
vulsion. And the part that this country must play in the 
awful drama is absolutely undetermined. We can only hope 
that America may not be drawn into the maelstrom.

Starrett. whose pleasan. home is near Orch- 
ard place, has a curiosity which is of more 
than passing interest to the lover of the 
curious in inanimate things, it being a 
house in miniature composed entirely of 
shells which are put together In a most 
The design is patterned 
after the home of a famous California mil- 
lionatre, and ‘s in the form of a European 
chateau of three stories and basement, 
with conservatory at one end and a large 
porch and enirance at the opposite end, 
as well as i@ {irent, with the attendant Bleps, 
statuary, electric lights, urns o1 
etc., while many co.ored windows 
are represented by varicus colored gsheils, 
arranged about the roof, which has many 
angles and projections, which are orna- 
mented und embellished by curtlously 
shaped shells, arranged in a skillful man- 
per. The climbing vines about the house 
are made of sea Inosses O! diflerent cojors 
and shaves. ‘[he house is furnished inside 
with tireplace, with chairs, sofa, 
mantels, pictures, carpet and wail decora- 
tions, portiereés at the doors and lace cur- 
the wirdowy, a view of which is 
through a giass tn the roof.

An elab- 
orate program will be arranged, and wun- 
doubtedly the visiting bowlers will quick- 
ly realize what a taste of New York hos- 
pitality as extended by bowlers is. 


The first day at the actual scene of the 
many contests—Union Hil] Park, which is 
across the Hudson river and can be reached 
from any part of the metropolis below For- 
ty-second street in % minutes—w'il] be 
known as ‘Singers’ Day.”

Many Acres of Grazing and Farming 
Lands, but They Will Not Be 
Ready for Homesteaders 
for Many Months. 


GUTHRIFE, Okla., June 16.—The signature 
of President McKinley to the bill providing 
for the opening of the Kiowa, Comanche 
and Apache Indian reservation to eettie- 
ment puts within reach of homesteaders 
more than 10,000 farens of 18 
This land is adapted to the raising of corn, 
cotton, wheat and other crops common to 
Oklahoma and the Chickasaw nation. The 
country has been noted for many years as 
unexcellied for grazing purposes and hun- 
dreds of thousands of head of cattle, owned 
mostly by Texas ranchmen, have been 
faitened annually on its luxuriant grasses 
and sent to northern markets. 

The government is to pay $2,000,000 to the 
Indians, $00,000 cash, the remaining $1,0,- 
000 is to be held as a perpetual trust fund } 
for their benefit, upon which the United 
States is to pay 5 per cent annually in in- 
terést to be pro rated annualiy among the 
Indians. The bill leaves the disputed lands 
between the tribes and the Choctaw and 
Chickasaw nations to be settled by the 
courts, and gives (Congress complete con- 
wol of the reserved money. 

The value of the lands was 
misprepresented ‘n a letter written on Jan 
13, 140. by the secretary of the interior to 
the Senate in response to a resolution ask- 
ing for a report relative to their quantity, 
Nature and character. Basing his letter 
upon prejudiced information from represen- 
tatives of cattle syndicates, who had most 
of the country leased for grazing purposes, 
the secretary of the interior ciassified “the

Hot winds and 
drouths are no more frequent than in Okla- 
homa, where the settling of the country 
has decreased their frequency. For the 
last four years Oklahoma has been with- 
out hot winds and drouth. After Okla- 
homa was opened, but before it had been 
there were two or three years 
hot winds and drouth caused 
crop failures 

The rainfall is generally sufficient for the 
maturing of crops. The annual summary 
the United States weather bureau. for 
published by authority of the secre- 
tary of agriculture and prepared under 4d)- 
rection of Willis I. Moore, chief of the 
weather bureau, is an excellent showing for 
the reservation. “A comparison of this re- 
port with a like report for the same year 
for Kansas will show that while the total 
rainfall for the year at Anadarko, the Ki- 
owa, Comanche and Apache Indian agency, 
was 63.42 inches and at Fort Sill, 37.% inches. 
The total rainfall for the middle division 
in Kansas, much of which lies considerably 
east of the meridian of Fort Sill and Ana- 
darko, is much less. For instance, at Sa- 
lina, which ts in the very heart of the Kan- 
sas wheat and corn belt, the rainfall was 
only 2.59 inches; at McPherson, in McPher- 
son county, the second wheat producing 
county in the state, the rainfall was only 
27.38 inches, and at Abjlene, in Dickinson 
county, one of the leading agricultural] coun- 

tles of Kansas, it was only 32.94 Inches.”’

He bought the property and gave the con- 
tract. He then proceeded to get an option 
on every available piece of real estate in 
Wichita and Newton. The speculators saw 
they had a good chance to drop out, and 
Conductor Wooliger was in “up to ‘his 
neck.”’ He virtually owned the town of 
Wichita and Newton, but now that he had 
them, what was he to do with them? He 
could find no buyers. The shrewd specu- 
lators who had started the boom dropped 
out and the boam came down much faster 
than it went up.

Empire bas had in the course of its history. 
Once upon a time Si-gnan-fu, the present capl- 
tal of the province of Shen-si, was the imperial 
city. The Min dynasty evacuated it for Nan- 
kin, which offered greater opportunities of per- 
sonal safety, and until the fifteenth century 
that place was the ‘‘Capital of the South.’’ 
Then risings of the people drove the rulers to 
Pekin, the ‘‘Capital of the North.’’ The his- 
tory of Pekin can be traced back 3000 years. 

It is a gtriking fact that the walls between 
the Chinese and Manchu cities are even heavier 
and stronger than those outside of the Chinese 
city. They bear etriking testimony to the 
presence of the foreigner in the land. In the 
Manchu city there are a few animated streets, 
With gayly decked buildings, but all of the 
publie structures are ruinous as well as filthy. 

The European portion of the capital, with 
the consulates and legations in the inner city, 
has its buildings ranged on an ill-made road- 
way running along the banks of a canal.

GREAT CITY UNDECORATED. 


HOTELS THRONGED WITH PUISE- 
LESS BEINGS. 


Never a Convention City So Devoid of 
Enthusiasm or Such a Gathering 
That Waited on the Nod 
of One Man.

PHILADELPHIA, June 16.—The political 
history of the nation reveals no such ante- 
convention scene as pictured here today. 
If it does, then the memory of man is at 
fault art needs olling. 

If there {s aught about this 
mark it as conspicuous or noteworthy, the 
fact Is being skillfully con: 

A mayoralty campaign in Joplin, or a 
contest for the office of first selectman in 
Agawam, Mass., would be fraught with hu- 
man interest. The citizens of both Joplin 
and Agawam would turn out and talk poll- 
tics. 

But In Philadelphia, the first capital of 
the first republic of the world, all is either 
dead or anemic. The streets of the city 
are coloriess. Flags fly here and there in 
a listless sort of way. Shopkcepers display 
negiigee shirts and summer neckwear, and 
then you wil! across a more enter- 
prising merchant who has placed a cheap 
lithograph of the President among a varied 
&ssortment of iisie thread socks. One 
tradesman has a picture of the first lady 
of the land as the center plece of a marked 
down display of shirt waists. It is all in- 
expressibly cheap, tawdry and unparalleled. 

Never before has a convention city 
seemed so devoid of enthusiasm. A chrys- 
anthemum show in Kansas or a prize fight 
between leghorns and Plymouth Rocks at 
Battle Ax, Mich., would make Philadel- 
Dhia look like what it is today—a living 
tomb of 1,000,000 egouls, a mausoleum of 
frightened, nerveless politicians. 

The corridors of the hotels are thronged 
with pulseless beings. They wear badges an- 
nouncing in gilt letters their home state. 
They stand about in self-deprecating atti- 
tudes and drink their highballs or juleps 
apologetically. The hotels remind vou of a 
gathering of serfs. Ali seem to cringe and 
crouch, awaiting either the whistle or the 
whip of the master of the hounds, anc that 
master at the Walton has thus far x.ven 
them little heed.

They consist of clothing, 
a large number of letters and photographs 
and court documents, which show that 
Ernstorf came to America in 1888, obtained 
his first naturalization papers at New Or- 
leans in 1891 and took out his final papers 
in St. Louis im 1896.

HENRY GEORGE IN ST. LOUIS 
STUDYING THE STRIKE. 


——— 


Henry George, son of the late single tax 
‘leader, arrived in St. Louls yesterday to 
stu ly the raliiway strike from a s0- 
iclological point of view. He will report 
his observations for an eastern publication. 

Mr. George spent several hours yesterday 
/with Samuel Gampers and local labor lead- 
He will remain over Monday to see 
representatives of the transit company and 
the business interests of St. Louls. He at- 
tended the mass meeting of the strikers at 
the West End night. 

“Il haven't been in the city long enougn 

be to give a complete analysis of 
the strike,.”” sald Mr. George to the Post- 
‘Dispatch at midnight. ‘“‘However, I think 
‘Il have seen enough of it to feel certain in 
saying that it is the old question of bread 
and butter at issue. The men believe they 
confront .a condition of Hving or not living 
and their position is that the strike is the 
onlv solution. 

‘tT am not prepared to say whether they 
ere right or not. But I do know that they 
have taken hold of about the only recourse 
that is left to them under present circum- 
stances. The strike is a legitimate out- 
come of our present system of government, 
which aliows a private person to own and 
control a public convenience. The St. Louls 
str.ke Is an incontrovertible argument in 
favor of the pubtic ownership of etreet rali- 
roads, and I am of the opinion that it wil! 
have a more profound effect than any one 
dreams on molding public opinion to that 
theory.

But it is true that men 
are always better pa'td by the government 
and the eost of privileges is less than un- 
der private management. There is little 
corruption tn thase departments of gov- 
ernment next the people, and I think @ 
street railway could be run by the manicle- 
pality in an incorruptible manner.”

Grounds yesterday afternoon. Not 
the Derby was Inaugurated, and it bec: 
“the classic event of the West,’ as 
writers are so form of calling it, has 

lace seen such an assemblage The popu- 
ace of the city was there by the thousands, 
and the display of fine clothes and attrac- 
tive garments was enough to make Worth 
turn in his grave with envy. 

The grandstand was full.

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KINLEY MACK WON IT.! 


THE BIG SUBURBAN WENT TO A 
RANE OUTSIDER 


GREAT ETHELBERT RAN SECOND 


He Was Held Back Too Far in the 
Early Part of the Great 
Race. 


NPW YORK, June 16.—With a good track 
under him and a fine esky above, Kinley 
Mack, with McCue up, took the $10,000 
Suburban Handicap away from the great 
Ethebbert today at Sheepshead Bay by a 
length and a half. 

Ethelbert was punished hard all through 
the stretch, but to no better avail than 
second place, while Gulden ran in third 
and Imp and Jean Beraud Yrailed home in 
the ruck. 

There was an enormous crowd at the track 
even at the start of the first race. The 
sky was gray, but at no time was there 
any fear of rain. The weather was warm 
and the track good. 

The horses paraded past the grand stand 
to the post soon after 4 o'clock and were 
promptly lined up in front of the barrier 
ready for the start of the Suburban. 

Two false breaks were made in the first 
10 minutes, but about five minutes later the 
Starter caught the horses ail in a good 
line and sent them away together. ‘They 
went thundering down the stretch for the 
first time with Imp in the lead. Jean 
Beraud had second place, Kinley Mack third 
and Ethelbert fourth, but dropping back 
and not seeming to care for the position 
he had drawn against the rail. 

Around the lower turn they rushed. Be- 
fore they had completed the turn Jean Be- 
raud poked his head in front of Imp and 
they were running as a pair a length in 
front of Kinley Mack, who was in turn 
a length to the better of Gulden. The great 
Ethelbert was slowly dropping back and 
soon took seventh position. Inch by inch, 
foot by foot, Jean Beraud slowly slipped 
away from the others. 

When a half-mile had been made, the 
pride of the Whitney string had a length 
the best of it, in 491-5 seconds, and it sur- 
prised the crowd to see the fleet Ethelbert 
Way back tin the ruck.

iithelbert still loped along three lengths 
back, although the time was three seconds 
slower than that made tn the match race 
with Jean Beraud only a short while ago. 
Around the upper turn they charged, no 
change being made in the pace. Thirteen 
seconds more ticked off on the timer'’s 
watch before the seven-furlong pole was 
passed, Imp was faltering. So was Jean 
Leraud, but the neck he had over Imp was 
now a length. MoCue then came sailing up 
alongside with Kinley Mack. Turner noticed 
it, GtCg his heels into the quivering flanks 
of Jean Beraud, and the gallant son -of 
His Highness responded ta the best of his 
ability.

SECURED VALUABLE GRANTS. 


HE AND HIS ASSOCIATES HAVE 
FALLEN OUT. 


Owners of Electric Lines Between East 
St. Louis and Belleville Fight- 
ing in Court for a $26,- 
OOO Balance. 


Interesting secrets, in connection with the 
history of the electric railways in St. Clair 
County, ll., ere being brought out in a 
case which is on trial in the Circuit Court 


at Belleville. 

They comcern principally the relation of 
Mayor M. M. Stephens of East &t. Louis 
thereto. It has been established by the 
testimony, and by his own statements 
under oath, that during the time that the 
Suburban Electric Railway ©o. and the St. 
Louig & Bellevfle Electric Railway Co. 
were fighting each other for advantage, and 
the latter road, known at the Day Line, 
was being kept out af East St. Louls by 
Mayor Stephens, that he was the owner of 
a cne-fourth interest in the Suburban Road, 
in the name of William A. Forman. 

It has been testified that he induced 
Juviius 8. Walsh, president of the Terminal 
Railway Association of St. Louis, which 
owns the East St. Lemuis electric lines, to 
sien a traffic agreement for the Suburban 
cars to pass through East St. Louis to the 
Fads Bridge, and that he, as Mayor, pro- 
cured from East St. Louls corporations 
valuable advantages for the company, 
which, he claimed on the witness stand, 
the other members of the campany could 
net obtain. 

The sult is over the distribution of a bal- 
ance of $26,000 remaining from the sale of 
the Suburban line to the Day people. 

The story, or so much of it as has been 
brought out on the witness stand, is in the 
r that the events occurred as follows: 
Townsend and Reed, Chicago contractors, 
entered East St. Louis in 1897, with Hor- 
ner, a lawyer, and obtained a privilege to 
construct an electric road over the St.

I then 
nodded to Capt. ‘Henry,’ who, carelessly 
putting on his hat and taking his umbrelia 
in his hand, walked up on deck and went 
aft, where he stood for same mbments. Ev- 
erything seemed to favor us, for Mr. Hard- 
ing had called a harbor boat alongside that 
he might go ashore to report his arrival. 

“Before starting Mr. Harding came to me 
and asked ‘where his papers were,’ when I 
replied that I thought they must be ‘in the 
lower cabin, where he had been dressing 
himself." He immediately went down. to 
fetch them, and this was the golden oppor- 
tunity for which we had waited. In less 
time than it takes me to write it Capt. 
‘Henry’ stepped into the boat, which 
dropped slowly astern with the tide, and 
when Mr. Harding reappeared the captain 
was safe on land.

Something of the Task They 
Have Undertaken in Setting 
Missouri’s Claims to Great- 
ness Before the World, and 
How This Work Will Be 


Accomplished. 


At the right and left are two. huge, tows 
erlike buildings 1% feet square. one devoted 
to ethnology and the other to music. Next 
beyond the ethnology building, on the 
right, is the builcing, 30 by S00 feet, to be 
cevoted to manufactures. A broad, open 
spece, containing an aquatic basin and 
ficral features, separates the two. On the 
west side of the court of the fountains 
is the machinery and. transportation bulld- 
ing, of the same size as the manufactures 
building. cach of these buildings contains 
a large court surrounded by arcades and 
containing a profusion of follage and floaw- 
ers and a long pool of water banked with 
grass and pebbles. 


The massive electric tower, 30 feet high, 
marks the northern boundary of the court 
of the fountains. It is 76 feet square, with 
long, circular, winglike colonnades extend- 
ing from the east and west and bending to 
the southward 8 feet. In a niche of the 
tower facing the south is a waterfall 36 
feet wide and 70 feet high. The tower stands 
in a large acquatic pool surrounded by bal- 
lustrades and flowers, with numerous foun- 
tains and cascades playing into the basin. 
The tower is reached from the plaza on 
the north side by a bridge of attpactive 
design. Elevators carry the visitors to the 
premenade floors at various heights, - 

Directly east of the tower, on the north 
side of (Mall, is the agricultural bdullding 
and beyond that the live stock displays, the 
latter covering 10 acres. West of the tower 
is the electricity building, 10 by 800 feet, 
the same dimensions as the agricultural] 
building. 

The plaza is bounded on the east by the 
large and beautiful building which forms 
the main entrance tothe Stadium, the arena 
for athletics, the largest ever erected in 
the United States. It covers 10 acres and 
contains seats for 2,000 people. There is a 
quarter mile track, with abundant room for 
all sorts of high-class @thietic feats and 
contests. It is also the show place for elec- 
tric vehicles, machinery, horses and other 
livestcck. The entrances are large and 
admit the floats and other features of the 
pageants employed in special celebrations. 
Beneath the seats is space for a vast nutne 
ber of exhbits. 

Opposite the Stadium, on the west egide 
of the plaza, is a large building used for 
restaurant purposes and forming the chief 
entrance to the midway. The midway cov- 
ers 20 acres and will contain an assartment 
of entertainment novelties. 

At the southeast of the main group of 
buildings about 14 acres are set apart for 
the state and foreign buildings, an expo- 
sition in themselves. They are ranged 
around a broad court, beautiful with aquate- 
ic basins, fountains, follage and blossoms. 

The financial resources of the exposition 
agercgate $5,800,000, including the Trederal 
government and New York State appropri« 
ations.

The causes, as well as the varieties, of 
aethenopia are many, but the chief of these 
is insufficient pewer, gererally congenital, 
of the muscles, and especially of the muscle 
whose function it is to turn the eyeball in- 
wari, or toward the nose. It should be ex- 
plained that the eyeball, which {s almost a 
perfect sphere, rolls on a soft cushion of 
fat within the conical cye socket and is 
guoved in various ways by six muscles. 
Four of these, the astraight muscles, or 
recti, tura it respectively up, down, in and 
out. The other two, the oblique muscles, 
gues through rings of cartilage and are at- 
tached to the eyeball in such a manner as 
fo enable them to turn on its axia. 

The inner straight muscle, or internal ree- 
tus, is one whose weukness gives rise tuo 
asthenopia. Now, when a near abject, such 
as a letter in a printed page, is looked at 
gitentively both eyes are turned full on it, 
ao that the two lines of vision, or optic 
axes, meet at the letter. This turning is 
effected by the internal recti muscles re- 
ferred to. The nearer the object is the 
more sharply are the eses turned inward 
and the greater is the effort required of 
ahe inner muscles to bring the eyes to the

also has an indirect effect, because small 
objects must be held close to be seen dis- 
tinctly. 1f the eye muscles are strong and 
healthy and if there is na abnormal restat- 
ance to the free motion of the eyeball the 
eyes may be used fur a long time without 
fatigue, but when the inner muscles are 
weak they cannot stand the strain, and 
asthenopia results. 


The remedy is fortunately very simple 
and easily applied. It is merely a pair of 
prismatic or wedge-shaped glasses. Rays 
of light passing through a glass prism are 
Lent or refracted toward the base of the 
prism, or away from its edge, so thatif a 
prism of small angle is held before each 
cye with its base toward the nose, and a 
near object is looked at through the prisms 
the rays by whieh the object 1s seen, 
though widely diverging at first, become 
nearly or quite parallel on traversing the 
prisms. Hence the axes of the eyes may 
be held nearly or quite parallel instead 
of being strongly comverged, and very lit- 
tle strain is put upon the weak internal 
rectl, or conVerging muscles. Of course, 
the angle which the prism should have 
must be determined In each case by tho 
ocalist. 

Short-sighted pecple who may suffer 
from asthenopla, caused by holding their 
jwork to clase to the eyes, do not need 
prismatic glasses, but are relieved by the 
use of ordinary concave glassea, which en- 
able them to hold the book further away 
and thus diminish the convergence of the 
eptic axes. 

Now, if the prisms are reversed or placed 
with their edges toward the nose, they will 
clearly act in an apposite way, nhecessitat- 
ing stronger convergence of the optic axes 
and increased strain of the inner muscles. 

If it be asked who would be so foolish ag 
to make the experiment, M may be ane 
swered that thousands are ignorantly and 
unconsciously dceing it every day through 
the use of ill-fitting spectacles and eye- 
glasses. The intended function of ordinary 
spectacies is to magnify or diminish the 
apparent size of objects, or, to put it ane- 
other way, to lengthen or shorten the focal 
alstance of the eye. 

They are not intended to bend the whale 
reneil of Nght to right or left and thug 
displace the image as a prism does. Not 
do they have this effect to an appreciadlq 
extent if the centers of the lenses ar¢ 
just as far apart as the pupils of the eyes, 
s> that each eye looks through the center 
of its lens. But suppose the giasses are 
convex and are set too far apart so that 
the eyes look through their mner halves 
instead of their centers? 

Now, a half lena—or, indeed, any portion 
cf a lens except the center—acts not only 
as a lens, but aleo as a prism and bends 
Heht passing through it toward tts thickest 
part—that is, toward the center of the lena,

“AN sorts of prejudices 
conditions keep down the Chinese woman, 
she said, “but reform !s only a question of 
time. The Chinese woman must be gradu- 
ally emancipated. Now she is nothing more 
than a drudge; at the age of eight she must 
be able to spin; when she is ten she learns 
weaving, sewing and embroidering. Numer- 
ous girls of that age make their own living 
and begin saving toward a marriage por- 
tion. 

“In many poor families,”’ continued the 
Empress, “the wife must pay for her own 
keep, besides furnishing her husband with 
clothes, shoes, etc. 

“This is equality with a vener 
not? With us women have full liberty to 
compete with men earning a living, but 
the advantages are all on the other side. 
Maybe your woman’s rights advocates will 
learn a lesson from this—the lessom of not 
going to extremes.” 

We all agreed afterward that the Em- 
press had displayed quite °*xtraorJdinary 
knowledge of non-Chinese affairs.

STORY OF THE EMPRESS. 


The Empress of China is the woman of 
the century. Born in a land where women 
are denied education, discriminated against, 
desp:sed and often drowned like kittens at 
birth, she has succeeded in making herself 
the ruler of her kingdom and a power in the 
East. 

The Emperor is weak, amiable and char- 
acterless. She has ruled him as she has 


ruled Chine. 
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She is now in her sixty-sixth year. She 
is the most secluded of sovereigns. §he 
has a vast but unknown number of sub- 
jects, not ten of whom outside of the palace 
attendants, have ever seen her face.

Perhaps the truth will never be known 
about the Woman Wonderful of China. She 
has been likened to Cather'tne the Great of- 
Russia, ehe has been dubbed the Chinese 
Borgia and the literati of her own land hall 
her a wise and energetic sovereign. It 
has been freely stated that she is unscrupu- 
lous, cruel, anti-fore gn in sentiment and 
Opposed to all reforms and any movement 
for the enlightenment of China. 

The story of her life reads like a fairy 
tale. Thirty-nine years ago she emerged 
from obscurity ow'ng to the death of the 
Emperor Hienfung. He left no children 
by Tsi An, his titular wife. Tsi Thsl, an 
inferior wife, had an infant son. In 1860, 
when Pekin was occupted by the allied 
forces, he had quitted his palace, never to 
return. When he died he intrusted the 
power to a board of regency, composed af 
bitterly anti-foreign statesmen. To neither 
of his widows, nor to his brother, Prince 
Kung, dd he leave any authorty. 

Now Tsi Thsi shawed her wonderful 
strength of character. She planned the 
overthrow of the regency. To render this. 
more effectual she had the members be- 
headed. She selected a new board of min- 
isters. She was clever enough t® make Up 
for her own low rank by associating with 
herself as cwregent Tsi An, the legal Em- 
press. Their Jo'nt regency continued une 
broken from ]S8@1 to 1875, when Tung Che, 
the son of the present Empreés, began 
his short, ill-starred reign. His death in 
1875 put the power again into the hands of 
the two women, 

Tsl An died in 1881, and from that time 
the rule of Tsi Thsi has been absalute. 
Even when her nephew, the preseat Em- 
peror, came into his own she wae the 
power behind the throne. She had brought 
him up in luxury and ease. Women and 
toys she had given him; of the affairs of 
his kingdom he was ignorant. And yet, 
puppet, this harem-bred youth, dared to 
assert himself and cry out for reforms. 
He-wanted his subjects to adopt the dress 
of the barbarians. It was whispered that 
he inclined toward Christianity. 

The Empress promptly deposed this pro= 
gressive Son of Heaven, as the Emperor is 
called. She announced that she was not 
opposed to genuine reform, but to violent 
measures. She declared herself ruler of the 
land and even ignored the Tsung-4Li-Yamen, 
or Foreign Board. The unfortunate Hme- 
peror was Imprisoned on an ftsland in the 
palace lake. It was rumored that she had 
poisoned him, but this proved false. She 

et him live, but she stripped him of power. 

And with the tact which has served her 
in such good stead she reconciled the fac- 
tions and was hailed with delight as she 
again took her seat on the Dragon's throne 
and renewed her reign. 
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Henry E. Porter, Who Bears This Unique Dis- 
tinction Among Manufacturers, Describes 


the Workings of His 
Which 


Calendar. 


Three-Century 
Includes the 


Years from 1760 to 1951. 


ENRY E. PORTER of St. Louis is 
H the only man in the United States 

who earns his living by making cal- 
endars. 

He has been engaged in that occupation 
to the exclusion of all others since 1896, and 
it bas handsomely compensated him for 
his labors. 

During the first three years of his work 
he was employed as designer and arrang- 
er for large publishing houses in St. Louls 
and Chicago. 

But he is now preparing three calendars 
which he will publish at his own risk. He 
hopes they will gain for him a distinguished 
position among the benefactors of man- 
kind as well as make his financial fortunes. 

Porter works 12 hours a day at his de- 
signs in his room in the St. James Hotel. 
The floor of his workshop is strewn with 
books, papers, cardboard, manuscript and 
hundreds of electrotypes that were made 
for test impressions. Upon the tables and 
shelves scattered about the room lie many 
delicate instruments—astronomical, geomet- 
real and drawing—which he uses in mak- 
ing his calculations and building maps of 
his designs. 

Porter is 4 ery old. He was educated 
at an Flastern college and taught school 
for several oe after completing his edu- 
ration. He then took up the practice of 
law in Chicago, but was compelled to aban- 
don it on account of his health In 18%. Ii 
was then that he took up calendar® work for 
@ livelihood. In discussing his work, he 
said: 

“Tl have had a taste for designing calen- 
dares since I was 15 years old I don't re- 
member how I acquired it, but I suppose it 
came through my love far calculating the 
day of the week upon which any historical 
event occurred. That, at least, Interested 
me in calendars and the calendar designs 
seemed to eugecst themselves to me easi'y. 

“However, 1 never did much at arranging 
calendars until after I was compelled to 
quit the practice of law. It became neces- 
eary for me to change my residence and g0 
to a different climate fram the one 1 was 
then living in. I was forced to give up an 
established practice and set owt to do some- 
thing lse. I decided to become a ct lendar 
maker. because I bad a natura! bent for it, 
and could carry on the work anywhere, 

“I made some designs and presented them 
to a large publishing house in Chicago. 
They Were accepted immediately, and I was 
told that tity would be glad to take any 
others I might make. The result was that 
in a few weeks I had a contract for the 
house to take my designs at a stipulated 
price. I then made my change of climate 
with a knowledge of where my daily bread 
wae coming from. 

“My work has been in designing unique 
enlendars. Anybody can make the com- 
mon everyday calendar that is seen in ev- 
ery house. They are simply products of 
the printer's art. But {t takes an expert 


te make a calendas that will serve several

purposes and has numerous 
about it. My work while I was employed 
by the Chicago firm and later by a St. 
Louis house was on circular calendars. I 
designed many of them. Everybody knows 
them by the many combinations into which 
they may be arranged by moving the outer 
part of the calendar around the inner. 

“Last year I decided ta develop some 
ideas that I had been considering for many 
years. I felt that‘ in order to do this suc- 
cessfully.I should. resign my position and 
EO to work on my own account. I took 
that step and since then I have devated my 
attention to these ideas. At last I am get- 
ting them arranged as I wish them and 
in a few weeks I will give them to the 
world. I expect great things of them. [| 
hope that they will not only make my 
financial fortune, but will make my name 
known where the English language is 
Btudied and spoken. 

“The first of these ideas calls for a cal- 
endar that will need only one display far 
the entire year.

He is appointed by the circult judges in

@ wide experience and be both rapid and ac- 
curate. 


The salary of the pasition is $1800 a year, 


but that fepresents less than half of its in- 


come. The stenographer is allowed 15 cents 
for every 1% words that he makes into a 
tranecript. A tranacript is the official copy 
of the entire record of a case. It includes 
pleadings, court minuteg and testimony—all 
verbatim—and the ay on Pie gets his al- 
lawance for every word between the cov- 
ers, As many transcripts contain 100,000 
words and one is made in every case ap- 
pealed, the stenographer'’s income from that 
branch of his work is considerable. The sal- 
ary and especial pay combined of the office 
never rune lower than $3000 a year and 
often it is as high as $4000. 

All the court stenographers have from 
two to five persons working for them, and, 
through them, they carry on an outside 
business that adds several thousand dollars 
to their income every year. At least three 
of the St. Louis Circult Court stenographers 
are credited with an annual Income of $7500 
from their work. The prestige of being a 
court stenographer draws a large volume of 
business to the incumbent of the position.

OURT REPORTERS see and hear 
strange things—and forget-them; but 
I] was once present at an occurrence

has been dictated by the spe 
there can be no doubt in the mind of 
one who has attended national conventions 
for a term of vears that the delegates and 
speakers are more or less affected by the 
cheering or the jeering of audiences. The 
comparatively small body of delegates 15 
euept by the waves of emotion started by 
the spectators, from 15,000 to 20,000 In num- 
ber. It takes an effort to such a 
nervous shock. ’ 

More than one convention orator has de- 
plored the situation thus created, and oc- 
casionally an effort has been made to cut 
down the admissions. But, naturally, these 
efforts are not popular, and they seem (to 
be hopeless. The party managers want the 
enthusiasm of a crowd, and thou- 
sands of people are eager to see the con- 
vention in and between them will 
not allow the adoption of the rule proposed 
by Gen. Patrick A. Collins, 1892, to have the 
next convention meet in a small hall hold- 
ing only the delegates, the alternates, the 
national committee, and a few distinguished 
guests besides the newspaper men. It would 
probably be difficult, if not impossible, to 
reduce the attendance to such small dimen- 
sions and expect any large city to provide 
a large entertainment fund which would 
yield, as now, a large balance for cam- 
paign purposes. 

The only consolation for those who ob- 
ject to the great audiences is that they 
cannot well be larger than they are now- 
adays, since the limit of hearing has been 
halls. Twenty thou- 
sand people make an audience larger than 
most orators can successfully address, and 
the convention orators talk to the galleries 
quite as much as to the delegates. 


First Big Audience. 


Great audiences were unknown at nation- 
al conventions before the Republican con- 
vention which nonrinated Lincoln, in Cnhi- 
cago, in 1860, when the “Wigwam,” a tem- 
porary wooden structure, was packed with 
10,000 people. Considering the great differ- 
ence in population, that was a larger audl- 
ence than the convention audiences of the 
present time. The great size of the build-

ing and of the audience naturally seemed 
remarkable, and made a great impression 
on the country. 


“A heard of buffaloes or Hons could not 
have made a more tremendous roaring,’’ 
was written of the applause over the adop- 
tion of the platform, and when it came to 
the cheering and yelling over the candidates 
all comparisons falled. 

For the first time a systematic effort was 
made to use bands of music and yelling 
partisans to influence delegates in favor of 
candidates. This was practically confined 
to the Lincoln men and the Seward men. 
Seward managers engaged Tom Hyer, then 
the most popular prize fighter, and a lot of 
other men of the same type to head roughs 
and toughs engaged to march the streets 
and fill up the wigwam, yelling for Seward. 
This roused the Illinois men, who hired a 
larger number of the same class of men, 
and at daybreak on the second day broke 
into the wigwam and filled it with Lincoln 
yellers, while the Seward gangs were pa- 
sading the streets, so that all the enthusi- 
@em of that day was for Lincoln. 

As a matter of fact, hawever, this first 
attempt of partisan managers to manufac- 
ture and use ““enthusiasm” in a national 
convention is not to be credited with the 
nomination of Lincoln. That was brought 
about behind the scenes by the arrange- 
ment between the Lincoln managers and 
the Pennsylvania delegation under which 
Simon Cameron's 50 votes were transferred 
to Lincoln in consideration of the prom- 
ise that Cameron should have a place in 
the cabinet. 

However, when on the third ballot Lin- 
coln received 354 of the 465 votes, the “en- 
thusiasm”’ of the audience made a striking 
effect. The cheering and clapping and 
eiamping increased when Williagn = M. 
Evarts, the Seward leader, at the first quiet 
interval, moved to make the nomination 
unanimous, and the motion was adopicd. 


The First Convention. 


Before the Republican conventian of 1890 
it had not been necessary to provide large 
accommodations for spectators, and the or- 
dinary halls of tie large cities sufficed for 
the purpose as a rule. The first regular 
Republican national convention when it 
met in Philadeiphia on June 17, 1856. 44 
years almost to a day before the conven- 
tien that will renominate President Me- 
Kinley in Philadelphia next week. drew no 
very large audicnce to the city. The party 
Was only two years old, and though in the 
election of that fal! it stood Fecond, casi- 
ing 1,341,204 votes as against the Democratic 
vote of 1,838,169, its caunvention had no sucsa 
following as it had four vears later. 

The Philadelphia convention of 18% pre- 
ferred to nominate William L. Dayton of 
New Jersey, now almost forgotten, in the 
second place on the ticket, with John Cc. 
Fremont in preference to Abraham Lincoln, 
who received, however, 110 votes. His 
friend, Ward Lomon, says that when Lin- 
colin heard of this he said they could not 
have been voting for him and must have 
Meant “the great Lincoln from Massachu- 
setts.”

Philadelphia’s Great Hall. 


When the bringing of the convention to 
this eity first suggested the only ob- 
stacle in the way was the lack of a prop- 
er hall for convention purposes. Finally it 
was decided that the Exposition building 
in West Philadelphia, with proper altera- 
tlons, would make a suitable hall, and the 
matter was broached to the managers of 
the Commercial Museum, who had the 
building in charge. Consent was readily ob- 
tained, and. after a few legal formalities 
were dispased of, the contract for the alter- 
ation was given to Contractor Dietrich. 

Tuesday last the formal inspection was 
made by Chairman Manley of the sub-com- 
mittee of the national committee, and his 
colleague on the committee, Henry C. 
Payne of Wisconsin. It was pronounced Dy 
them to be the most complete convention 
hall ever offered to a political party for its 
deliberations. Their praise regarding the en- 
terprise of Philadelphia was unqualified. 

The work af. altering the Exposition 
building .occuplea nearly six weeks, and 
was a task of no small magnitude. In the 
first place the entire inside was torn out 
until nothing was left standing but the 
bare walls surrounding the auditorium in 
which concerts were held during the Export 
Exposition last year. The old étage was 
torn out completely and the raised 
in order that proper attention could be giv- 
en to light and ventilation.

National conventions for the nomination 
of candidates for president and vice-presi- 
dent were only 32 years old in 1860. They 
were made necessary by the breakdown 
in 1824 of the old system of nominations 
by caucus of senators and representatives 
in. Congress, caused by the opposition to 
William H. Crawford of Georgia, whose 
friends could not muster a caucus, Nom- 
inations by State Legislatures or conven- 
tions were obviously inadvisable, and 40 
by the campaign year of 1832 the custom 
of making the nominations in national con- 
vention was established, except that Jack- 
son’s renomination in that year had been 
so thoroughly made by the rank and file 
of the- Democratic party that it was not 


' 
necessary to make it in convention, and 


the first national assembly of Democrats 
at Baltimore, on May 21, came together 
simply to nominate Martin Van Buren 
for vice-president. That convention es- 
tablished the rule that two-thirds of the 
whole number of votes should be fre- 
quired for a choice, which defeated Van 
Buren'’s nomination for the presidency 
when he sought it a third time at the 
Baltimore convention, 12 years later. 

Van Buren was nominated for vice-pres- 
ident on the first ballot in that first con- 
vention, receiving 208 out of the 28 votes, 
and the nomination was made unanimous, 
but not immediately afterward, 
to our present custom, for an adjournment 
Was taken, and then, upon reassembling, 
the convention adopted a resolution unan- 
imously ‘‘recommending him to the people 
of the United Staies for their support.” 


As Jackson was the platform the conven- 
tion adopted none. It did appoint a com- 
mittee to prepare an address to the people, 
but it reported, after discussing the mat- 
ter one night, that, although there was no 
disagreement among its members as to the 
principles of the party, it seemed better to 
have the convention recommend to the dif- 
ferent delegations of which it was composed 
‘‘to make such explanations by address, re- 
port or otherwise to their respective con- 
stituents of the objects, proceedings and re- 
sult of the meeting as they may deem ex- 
pedient.’’ This was a frank declaration 
that the party must conduct its campaign 
according to local requiremenis in the dif- 
ferent states, and that it would really be 
carried on upon the issue of Jackson's ad- 
ministration and of Jackson's choice of 
Van Buren as his own successor when the 
time should come for him to retire from the 
presidency.

The money so obtained is paid out 
for the salaries of the officers of the as- 
soc'ation, multitudinous news-gatherers, 
telegraph operators and employes of va- 
rious kinds, and for telegraph tolls varying 
from half a cent a word for domestic tele- 
grams to $2 or $3 a word for some antipodal 
service; also for leased wires, for the rents 
of buildings, for the transportation and fur- 
nishing of correspondents and sometimes 
of the hiring of ships for its exclusive use. 
During the Spanish-American war the As- 
sociated Press sometimes had as many as 
a dozen fast-sailing steam yachts and tugs 
fully manned and equipped in its exclusive 
employ at one time, hovering around the 
coast of Cuba, the expense of which ag- 
gregated hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
During the few months af the duration of 
this war the service of the Associated 
Press reached an efficiency and extent nev- 
er before attained by any news-gathering 
agency in the world, the cost and magni- 
tude of which is even now hardly realized 
by the great masses of newspaper readers, 
who find the news in their papers as a 
matter of course, 

One of the particular features of this 
association of late years has been the furn- 
ishing of complete shorthand reports of the 
national presidential conventions. In these 
reports, all the speeches made are given 
in full, all the side remarks and cries are 
fully set down, and all the incidents and 
happenings on the floor of the convention 
are fully described, furnishing the reader 
as nearly as may be as complete and 
graphic a picturc of what took place as 
though he were present. 

This system of shorthand reporting of 
these conventions in full was inaugurated 
by William Henry Smith of Ohio, the then 


general manager of the Associated Press, 
at the time Gen. Grant was nominated for 


his first term in Chicago, in 1868. At that 
convention the work was done by seven 
shorthand writers, of which the writer 
hereof was one, who sat around a table 
near the presiding officer’s desk, who took 
notes for five minutes each and transcribed 
them with a lead pencil, without leaving 
their places. The copy was gathered up by 
an eighth man, who read it, paged it, saw 
that the ‘‘takes’’ joined properly, and who 
then sent it to the offices of the local pa- 
pers. This was before the time of type- 
writing, and only one copy of the manu- 
script was furnished. This copy was di- 
vided among the local newspapers belonging 
to the association, who each set up sections 
of the report and exchanged proof slips, 
from which the Eastern press was supplied. 
The reporters in this way kept half an 
hour or an hour behind the convention. 
This was considered great work in those 
days, and at the close the reporters were 
highly complimented for their :skill and 
faithfulness by numerous paragraphs in 
the press. 

This work is done differently nowadays. 
The Associated Press is supplied with an 
ante-room convenient to the convention hall, 
into which room wires connecting with the 
whole country are run and where seven 
typists are placed, to which seven stenog- 
raphers dictate their notes taken in the 
convention. Twenty or more copies of the 
report are made simultaneously, one copy 
of which goes to each one of the local 
papers of the city in which the convention 
is held, and the remaining copies are tele- 
graphed to the various distributing news 
centers of the United States and from 
those centers sent to all the newspapers 


taking the report. The reporters, by tak- 
ing notes from three to five minutes each, 
are enabled to keep close to the heels of the 
convention, and are never more than five 
minutes behind its proceedings.
